MLA refuses to apologize for expensing $8,000 generator

The government minister 
who spent $13,445 of tax¬ 
payer money on office fur¬ 
niture apologized 
Thursday, but the member 
who expensed $8,000 on a 
home generator stood de¬ 
fiant. 

Yarmouth Progressive 
Conservative MLA Richard 
Hurlburt admitted billing 
the government for a gen¬ 
erator to be installed in his 
home, as outlined in 
Wednesday’s auditor gener¬ 
al’s report. He has repaid 
about $3,000 in installation 
fees and Thursday night 
agreed to take care of the 
rest but, during a morning 
media conference, insisted 
he was not sorry for buying 
the generator. 

Hurlburt said he keeps it 
charged in his home in case

He added 
he’s offered search and res¬ 
cue groups and EMO use of 
the generator when de¬ 
sired. 

Hurlburt said he had nev¬ 
er used the generator for 
personal reasons and plans 
to donate it to charity when 
he leaves office. 


CBC reported last night 
the senior’s complex al¬ 
ready had a back-up gener¬ 
ator and both search and 
rescue and EMO weren’t 
aware of Hurlburt’s offer. 

Agriculture Minister 
John MacDonell took the 
opposite stance. He repent¬ 
ed for spending more than 
$13,000 of local, custom- 
made oak office furniture. 

“I would definitely like to 
apologize,” he said. 

MacDonell said he didn’t 
mean to be extravagant 
and was always within his 
expense limits, so he didn’t 
realize there was a prob¬ 
lem. 

“I thought, if I was going 
to buy furniture, to have it 
made by a Nova Scotian 
was probably a better way 
to do that,” he said, though 
he admitted he does not 
buy custom, local furniture 
for his home.

Junior high 
teacher faces 
charges of 
child luring 

crime A Dartmouth junior 
high school teacher has re¬ 
signed over charges of sex¬ 
ual exploitation and luring 
a child following a two- 
month investigation by 
police. 

Miclceal Smith-Tanner of 
Halifax taught at John 
Martin Junior High School 
since November 2008, ac¬ 
cording to Halifax Region¬ 
al School Board 
spokesman Doug Hadley. 

Hadley said Smith-Tan¬ 
ner handed in his resigna¬ 
tion Thursday after police 
arrested him the day 
before. 

Police spokesman Const. 
Brian Palmeter said a com¬ 
plaint came in Nov. 26 
from a 16-year-old 
Dartmouth female 
alleging she received sexu¬ 
ally explicit electronic cor¬ 
respondence from a man 
who held a position of 
trust. 

Palmeter said a two- 
month investigation led to 
the arrest of Smith-Tanner 
and subsequent charges. 

“We will not tolerate 
this behaviour,” said 
Palmeter, alleging the cor¬ 
respondence by the 
suspect came from “vari¬ 
ous electronic means of 
communication” between 
Oct. 31 and Jan. 7. 

Hadley said police noti¬ 
fied the board of their in¬ 
vestigation several weeks 
ago and Smith-Tanner had 
been off with pay since 
Jan. 1. 

Asked if the alleged vic¬ 
tim was a student from a 
previous year, Hadley said 
“I can’t confirm or deny 
that. It’s a matter before 
the courts.” 

Smith-Tanner has been 
released on conditions and 
will appear in Dartmouth 
provincial court May 11.

Names sought in spending scandal 

These are taxpayers' dollars, we have nothing to hide': Tory leader

Opposition leaders and 
some in government are 
now calling for the names 
of politicians who misused 
public money to be 
publicly released. 

Auditor general Jacques 
Lapointe detailed a litany of 
potential abuses in his re¬ 
port Wednesday, but re¬ 
fused to name names. He 
said it was the government 
speaker’s decision whether 
to release the names. 

So far, Speaker Charlie 
Parker has said he will not 
release names. He said it’s 
up to the individual mem¬ 
bers to come clean. 

Some have, but many ex¬ 
penses remain unclaimed, 
such as a $2,500 LCD televi¬ 
sion and $740 espresso 
maker. 

On Thursday, almost 
every government cabinet 
minister either repeated the 
personal responsibility line 
or said they couldn’t com¬ 
ment because it was the 
speaker’s decision. But 
some broke ranks. 

“I think the public has a 
right to know who spent it, 
for sure,” said Agriculture 
Minister John MacDonell. 

Progressive Conservative 
Leader Karen Casey said her 
personal belief was “these 
are taxpayers’ dollars, we 
have nothing to hide, let 
‘em see it.” 

But she wouldn’t name 
the four former Tory MLAs 
who were implicated in the 
report. She said since they 
were no longer members of 
her caucus, it wasn’t her re¬ 
sponsibility to out them. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said his party sup¬ 
ports the names being

made public, but MLAs 
should be given notice first. 

“I have no problem (with 
it),” he said. “But I do be¬ 
lieve members need to be 
told themselves in advance. 
I don’t believe it’s fair that 
members (first) be reading 
about this in the paper, on 
the news.” 

Leaders of all three par¬ 
ties spoke to their caucuses 
and encouraged them to 
come forward if they were 
mentioned in the report. 

Deputy Premier Frank 
Corbett — filling in while 


Premier Darrell Dexter is on 
vacation — apologized to 
taxpayers despite not being 
named personally in the re¬ 
port. 

“When Nova Scotians are 
asked to do hard things and 
then they see members of 
their leadership doing these 
other things that seem to be 
wasting their money, then 
of course they deserve an 
apology,” he said. 

“While my name is not in 
there, I feel awful about 
this and I apologize to Nova 
Scotians.”

The office was in dark¬ 
ness Thursday, while a 
sign on the door said for 
emergencies call the NDP 
caucus office in Halifax. 

“I am carrying on busi¬

Surrounded by punching

as “not a notable enough 
person to warrant a page.” 
Ouch. 

Still, any of them could 
do better than the hapless 
MacDonald. But is that real¬ 
ly the question? What the 
party needs at this point — 
with at least two and a half 
years to go before even an 
early next election — is not 
a leader but a vision. 

They need to distinguish 
themselves from the in¬ 
creasingly conservative 
NDP, on the one hand, and 
the suddenly far less laugh¬ 
able Liberals on the other. 

Like Michael Ignatieff’s 
federal Liberals, Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s Tories need to stop 
scrambling to find the mag¬ 
ic leader button and start 
doing the hard but neces¬ 
sary work of creating poli¬ 
cies and programs that will 
make voters see them as 
relevant alternatives. 

Don’t hold your breath.

Questioning the magic at Herbal Magic

When Stacey Edgar wanted 
to drop about 50 pounds 
last year, she decided to try 
Herbal Magic. It’s one of 
the biggest weight loss 
companies in Canada — 
with more than 300 stores 
coast to coast. 

“When they’re selling 
you, you’re just concentrat¬ 
ing on how awesome 
you’re going to look, and 
how it’s going to change 
your life,” says Edgar. “And 
then they write all the 
numbers down, but they 
don’t give you a break¬ 
down of the cost.” 

Herbal Magic clients sign 


a one-year contract with a 
base price of about $1,000, 
which includes weekly 
weigh-ins, a low-cal diet 
and counselling. But the 
biggest cost to customers? 
Two mandatoiy herbal sup¬ 
plements, called WM-2000 
and Chromagic — about an 
extra $250 per month. 

And how do those two 
supplements help? When 
we visited stores with hid¬ 
den cameras, staff told us 
the supplements were im¬ 
portant for weight loss. 
“You will lose more weight 
with the supplements, 
than you would without,” 
said one employee. And we 
were handed glossy 
brochures that explain 
how the supplements are 
key to losing weight. 

So we asked Natural 
Standard in Boston — a 
leading research institute 
that assesses the science on 
the safety and efficacy of 


natural health products — 
to examine the ingredients 
and the claims. It deter¬ 
mined, when it comes to 
the mandatoiy supple¬ 
ments, there was insuffi¬ 
cient evidence to make 
claims for weight loss. 

We took our findings to 
Herbal Magic president 
Fraser Clarke and asked 
him what scientific evi¬ 
dence the company has to 
back up claims for those 
two mandatoiy supple¬ 
ments. “Each of our prod¬ 
ucts contains ingredients 
that have clinical studies to 
support any claims that we 
make about those,” he said. 

But many of those stud¬ 
ies don’t directly relate to 
weight loss. Others had 
small sample sizes, poor 
control groups, included 
other ingredients in the 
study, or were only done 
on mice. A handful of stud¬ 
ies showed potentially en¬ 


couraging results for par¬ 
ticular ingredients, but 
more study would be need¬ 
ed to draw any conclusions. 

Obesity experts like Dr. 
Yoni Freedhoff say the diet 
industry should be regulat¬ 
ed so claims can’t be made 
without evidence. “To have 
products that are being 
sold to people that don’t 
have enough basis for effi¬ 
cacy ... I think should be il¬ 
legal.” 

Meanwhile, Herbal Mag¬ 
ic tells us it’s phasing out 
those supplements we put 
under the microscope. New 
formulations will hit store 
shelves by fall.

Deadly day for civilians 
and militants alike 


A suicide car bomber deto¬ 
nated his explosives near 
a hotel in southern 
Afghanistan, killing at 
least six people and 
wounding nearly two 
dozen, officials said. 

Thursday’s blast in Kan¬ 
dahar occurred as NATO 
and Afghan forces prepare 
for a joint offensive against 
Taliban militants in the 
neighbouring province of 
Helmand in a major bid to 
break the Taliban strangle¬ 
hold on the south. 

A policeman in the dis¬ 
trict where the blast hap¬ 
pened, Ahmed Shah Khan, 
said the bomber’s target 
was not immediately clear, 
and the explosives may 
have detonated premature¬ 
ly. The six killed, including 
a child, were near the hotel, 
according to hospital offi¬ 
cial Mohammad Ibrahim. 


AntMED expertise

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Man gets 10 
years for raping 
own daughter 


A Polish court has convict¬ 
ed a man who held his 
daughter captive for six 
years, raped her repeated¬ 
ly and fathered two sons 
with her.

Thursday to 10 years in 
prison. 

The entirety of the Polish 
trial took place behind 
closed doors to protect the 
daughter, now 23, and oth¬ 
er family members. Re¬ 
porters and TV cameras 
were only allowed in the 
court briefly Thursday to 
hear part of the verdict 
read. 

Janusz Sulima, a 
spokesman for the court, 
said Bartoszuk, 47, was 
found guilty of multiple 
counts of rape, sexual acts 
with a minor and physical 
and psychological abuse 
against the daughter and 
other family members, 
among other charges. 

Bartoszuk admitted to 
having sex with his daugh¬ 
ter, but insisted it was con¬ 
sensual. As he walked out of 
the court, he told reporters 
he plans to appeal.

“We have 
to have a plan for their pass 
rush, because we know 
how they can rush the pass¬ 
er. Take care of the football, 
try to keep Peyton and that 
offence off the field as 
much as possible and take 
advantage of the opportuni¬ 
ties when we get them.” 

Still, the key to the game 
will be Manning against a

The New Orleans Saints 
and Indianapolis Colts 
figure to pile on the 
points in Sunday’s 
Super Bowl. 

The Saints 
scored a league- 
high 510 points 
and ranked first 
in total offence. The 
Colts scored 416 and 
ranked ninth. 

New Orleans (15-3) 
has the game’s most 
accurate quarterback, 
Drew Brees, throwing 
to a deep receiving 
corps led by 1,000- 
yard wideout Mar¬ 
ques Colston. He has 
three dependable 
running backs, in¬ 
cluding the mercurial 
Reggie Bush.

All-Pro tight end Dallas 
Clark versus another All- 
Pro, safety Darren Sharper, 
will be a juicy matchup. 
Clark had 100 receptions 
this season, and Sharper

39 turnovers.

New Orleans scored 510 
points to lead the league 
and has 76 in two playoff 
games. The Saints have got¬ 
ten everyone involved, with 
Drew Brees, the NFL’s most 
accurate passer, throwing 
for six TDs while not being 
intercepted. 

So DEs Robert Mathis and 
All-Pro Dwight Freeney 
need to get in his face rapid¬ 
ly, but Freeney is plagued by 
ligament damage in his 
right ankle and his avail¬ 
ability will be a game-time 


decision. If the Colts can’t 
get a decent pass rush, 
Brees will find WRs Mar¬ 
ques Colston, Devery Hen¬ 
derson, Robert Meachem, 
and Lance Moore, and TEs 
Jeremy Shoclcey and David 
Thomas. Shoclcey has been 
plagued by right knee prob¬ 
lems and Thomas has capa¬ 
bly filled in. 

Dynamic running back 
Reggie Bush often is a 
make-or-break proposition 
for New Orleans, and he’s 
most dangerous in the pass¬ 
ing game. Nose tackle Dan 
Muir and LBs Gaiy Brackett

If a romantic candlelit din¬ 
ner isn’t on the radar for 
Valentine’s Day, perhaps 
skydiving or a picnic might 
be.

Depending on the 
weather, skydiving can be 


done year-round at the At¬ 
lantic School of Skydiving 
in Waterville. Instructor 
Dave Williamson says the 
ideal winter temperature 
for a skydive is -5C on a 
sunny day. 

“There’s nothing you can 
think about other than be¬ 
ing in the moment when 
you’re skydiving,” he says. 

The best option is the 
tandem jump. This is 


where participants jump 
with the instructor using a 
special parachute for two 
from an altitude of 10,000 
feet. The cost is $270. 

Williamson says some¬ 
times couples show up to 
skydive with only one part¬ 
ner intending on doing it, 
but once there, the other 
will change his or her mind.

The Wolfman follows in the footsteps of classics 
such as An American Werewolf in London. 


In the annals of monster- 
dom, the werewolf is per¬ 
haps the most 
misunderstood. Steeped in 
myth, he is really just the 
Freudian “id” with fangs, 
let loose to wreak 
animalistic, moon- 
fuelled havoc. 

But when it 
comes to cine¬ 
ma, the were¬ 
wolf’s initial 
incarnation 
wasn’t entire¬ 
ly literal. 

Writer Robert 
Louis Stevenson 

first explored the themes 
of primal duality with his 
famous 1866 novella The 
Strange Case of Dr. Jekyll 
and Mr. Hyde, and the silent 
1920 film version with John 
Barrymore made it flesh. 


“I always 
loved the feroci¬ 
ty of that story, 
the unchained ani¬ 
mal hiding within, ready 
to erupt,” says Tony Tim- 
pone, longtime editor of 
legendary horror maga¬ 
zine Fangoria. 

In 1941, Universal Pic¬ 
tures unleashed the origi¬ 


nal The Wolf Man starring 
Lon Chaney Jr. as a young 
man cursed with wolf-ism 
by a vengeful gypsy and 
whose unfortunate reign of 
terror could only be 
brought down by a silver 
bullet.

review Dear John is the lat¬ 
est romantic weepy adapt¬ 
ed from a novel by Nicholas 
Sparks (A Walk To Remem¬ 
ber, The Notebook). Like all 
previous movies to spring 
from his sentimental pen, 
Dear John doesn’t take 
place in the reality. 

If you like watching pret¬ 
ty actors mope around and 
pine for each other with 
virginal purity and no emo¬ 
tional complexity, then this 
movie is for you. It’s the 
cinematic equivalent of a 
Hallmark card. 

The film follows two 20- 
somethings named John 
and Savannah who em¬ 
bark on a two-weelc sum¬ 
mer love affair. He’s an 


army lad on leave with a 
mildly autistic father and 
she’s a sensitive college 
student with an interest 
in mental illness. In short, 
they are made (or written) 
for each other and their 
relationship blooms 
through snail mail as John 
serves in the army. John’s 
plan to come home is in¬ 
terrupted by 9/11 and he 
re-enlists, but she can’t 
wait any longer.

With long passages dedi¬ 
cated to war torn lovers, 
autism, cancer, and Sep¬ 
tember 11, it’s like getting 
four melodramas for the 
price of one. 

That’s a real bargain that 
will either take you to han¬ 
kie heaven or send you 
running from the theatre.

cal salesman has wracked 
up an impressive, if tear- 
stained, list of 14 best sell¬ 
ers including The Lucky 
One and Dear John, which 
comes to the big screen this 
weekend starring the sad¬ 
eyed Amanda Seyfried. 

His best known work is 
The Notebook, a cross-gen¬ 
erational love stoiy that 
spent over a year as a New 
York Times hardcover top 
seller. 

Inspired by the stoiy of 
his wife’s grandparents’ six¬ 
ty-year marriage, the novel 
became a 2004 movie star¬ 
ring Canadians Ryan 
Gosling and Rachel 
McAdams. The tale of love 
and Alzheimer’s is emotion¬ 
ally manipulative — writer 
Gaiy Panton called this pas¬ 
sionate tearjerlcer “mushier 
than a mushed-up bowl of 
mushy peas that’s just been 
mushed in an industrial- 
strength mushifier”— but 


opening weekend it surfed 
a wave of tears to the box 
office top five. 

Less seen was Nights in 
Rodanthe, a gusher about a 
doctor who courts an un¬ 
happily married woman. 


Summed up as “the cine¬ 
matic equivalent of a Harle¬ 
quin novel with a pack of 
tissues shoved into the back 
cover,” the movie reunited 
Diane Lane and Richard 
Gere after joint appearances 


in The Cotton Club and Un¬ 
faithful. 

Critics haven’t warmed 
to Sparks’s stories on film 
— A Walk to Remember 
only has a 27 per cent ap¬ 
proval rating on Rotten 


Tomatoes — but audiences 
can’t seem to get enough of 
his weepy tales of unrequit¬ 
ed love, lost love, mature 
love and love in a time of 
trouble. 

Four of his books have al¬ 
ready been adapted for the 
movies, two more are being 
released this year and there 
is one each scheduled for 
2011 and 2012. 

His style of romance has 
caught on, but don’t call 
him a romance writer. 

“I write dramatic fiction. 
If you go into a further sub¬ 
genre, it would be a love 
stoiy, but it has its roots in 
the Greek tragedies. This 
genre evolved through 
Shakespeare. He did Romeo 
and Juliet. Hemingway did 
A Farewell to Arms. I do this 
currently today.”

Among all of the brash, 
oversexed dance music 
out there — Ke$ha and La¬ 
dy Gaga to name two — 
lives a mild manner British 
act that’s taken the club 
scene by storm. 

Hot Chip aren’t you’re 
typical band, they’re quiet 
family men for the most 
part, but their inventive 
electro sounds and infec¬ 
tious melodies have made 
them one of the most 
sought after acts around. 

Owen Clarke, who plays 
guitar, bass and synth in 
the five-piece, admits that 
they don’t fit in with their 
contemporaries, and while 
they’re not quite outsiders 
as one of his bandmates 
once said, they’ve never 
been part of a specific 
scene. 

“There are usually a few 
scenes going on at once 
that are quite overblown,” 
he says as he sits on a train 
in England. “Some of it is 
overblown. We’re making 
records for ourselves. We’re 
not quite outsiders, but Hot 
Chip is kind of an island.” 

That island is growing, as 
more and more fans, partic¬ 
ularity in North America, 
get to know the band. Their 
last disc, Made in the Dark 
peaked at No. 109 on the 
Billboard 100 chart and 
reached No. 2 on Bill¬ 
board’s Top Electronic Al¬ 
bums chart. 


Clarke chalks up the 
group’s overseas success — 
something that eludes 
many U.K. acts — to the ad¬ 
vantage of time. “It’s been 
really gradual,” he explains. 
“We haven’t been rammed 
down anyone’s throats and 
played lots of shows in the 
States in various forms over 
the year.” 

With all their recent suc¬ 
cess, you might think the 
band would try to emulate 
their popular last record, 
but instead the group has 
made a pretty significant 
departure. One Life Stand is 
filled with soft soul songs 
and saccharine lyrics about 
love. There are some famil¬ 
iar dance tracks, complete 


with blips and synth, but a 
song like Slush, which 
sounds a lot like an old, 
Elvis-style R&B track, is 
something totally different. 

Part of the change had to 
do with the band’s record¬ 
ing schedule. They took a 
year off touring to focus on 
writing music and, says 
Clarke, they didn’t spend 
much time listening to oth¬ 
er acts. 

“We wrote almost in iso¬ 
lation,” he says. “That 
meant other influences 
emerged. Soul has always 
been on our previous 
records, but other things, 
maybe more grabby ele¬ 
ments, stopped people 
from hearing that.”

iPad sets 



N ow that Steve 
Jobs has shown 
us the iPad, let’s 
speculate on 
what it might 
mean for music. 

The resurrection of al¬ 
bum artwork: The awe¬ 
some screen could not only 
bring back album artwork 
and liner note, but why not 
full-motion displays for each 
song? Interactive liner 
notes? Parallel song-by-song 
commentary by the artist or 
producer that runs through 
the album just like we have 
with DVDs? 

Soundtracks to books: 

Book publishers should start 
hiring music supervisors to 
compile soundtracks for 
books they’ll soon sell in the 
iBook store. Can you imag¬ 
ine what a Nick Hornby 


book might sound like? Nat¬ 
urally, they should make it 
easy to buy these songs as 
you read. 

More impulse purchases: 

Last year, I made 97 purchas¬ 
es through the iTunes store, 
mostly on whims. With an 
iPad, I can see myself buying 
even more as I read ibooks 
and watch downloaded TV 
shows. Want that mournful 
song playing under Mered¬ 
ith’s soliloquy in the last act 
of Grey’s Anatomy? Just tap 
to buy. Same with movie 
soundtracks. If I’m in the 
music licensing business ei¬ 
ther as a music supervisor 
or a publisher, all I see is dol¬ 
lar signs. 

The end of traditional 
printed music magazines: 

Newspapers are already 
talking about making their 
content available on the 
iPad. So are magazine pub¬ 
lishers. Why wait for that 
monthly issue of Rolling 
Stone — better yet, those 
British music mags that take 
months to make it to Chap¬ 
ters — when you can sub¬ 
scribe to each of them as a 
service? Constantly updat¬ 


ing music magazines with 
video and interactive fea¬ 
tures? I’m in. 

New Opportunities for 
traditional radio: like most 
iPods (the most current Nano 
an exception), there’s no pro¬ 
vision of any kind of old- 
school radio listening. It’s ex¬ 
pected that if you want radio, 
you’ll listen to the online 
stream. There’s a huge oppor¬ 
tunity for radio companies to 
adapt their broadcasting 
models to provide not only 
real-time streams of their 
programming but an untold 
number of services on de¬ 
mand. 

With the iPod function, 
we’ll get whatever music we 
want whenever we want it 
wherever we are. What about 
all the other things radio sta¬ 
tions offer? Weather? Traffic? 
Want to hear the morning 
show again? No problem. 

Yes, the iPad has its 
doubters, but so did the 
iPod. And that turned out 
fine, didn’t it?

Exploring an extraordinary life 

Autistic, brilliant scientist: HBO film looks at a unique woman's story

When actress Catherine 
O’Hara came face-to-face 
with the remarkable 
woman whose life story is 
told in the made-for-TV 
movie, Temple Grandin, 
she says she was 
overcome with a desire to 
hug the brilliant scientist. 

Trouble is, she knew 
that Grandin’s autism 

meant she had an in¬ 
tense aversion to 
being touched. 

“When you 
hear her sto¬ 
ry, you really 
do, you just 
want to hug 
this 

woman,” the 
gregarious 
O’Hara 

claims during a 
recent stop in Toron¬ 
to to promote the film. 

“Just because she’s 
amazing and you want to 
be as near to her as you 
can be.” 

Her recent meeting with 
the renowned scientist is 


top-of-mind as she discuss¬ 
es her latest film, Temple 
Grandin, airing Saturday 
on HBO Canada. 

O’Hara plays Grandin’s 
Aunt Ann in the film, 
which traces an incredible 
story of perseverance and 
passion. 

The movie begins with 
Grandin as a frustrated teen 
labelled unteachable, 
and follows her 
blossoming in¬ 
terest in sci¬ 
ence and a 
unique em¬ 
pathy for 
animals that 
eventually 
makes her 
an expert on 
animal behav¬ 
iour and autism. 
Claire Danes plays 
Grandin, a task that in¬ 
volved adopting a slew of 
quirky mannerisms that 
include a heavy-footed 
gait, childlike enthusiasm 
and an odd, declarative 
speaking tone. 


“She’s just so totally this 
woman,” O’Hara marvels. 

Danes’ research for the 
role included weeks of 
reading on autism, as well 
as observing autistic girls 
and studying Grandin’s 
unique cadence and 
speech patterns. 

O’Hara’s Aunt Ann owns 
a cattle farm where 
Grandin spends the sum¬ 


mer as a teen. It’s there 
that the curious animal 
lover develops a fascina¬ 
tion for cows and their 
mannerisms, and takes 
note of such peculiarities 
as the movement of a 
horse’s ears and the differ¬ 
ent types of moos that 
cows make. 

From there, Grandin 
goes on to study animal be¬ 


haviour at university and 
develops a new way of cat¬ 
tle handling that revolu¬ 
tionizes the way livestock 
is raised for slaughter. 
She’s now professor of ani¬ 
mal science at Colorado 
State University, the au¬ 
thor of an array of books 
and a frequent speaker on 
autism.

Comic Jon Stewart told con¬ 
servative TV host Bill 
O'Reilly that he has 
become the voice of sanity 
on Fox News Channel, 
although “that's like being 
the thinnest kid at fat 
camp." 

The host of The Daily 
Show and Fox’s kingpin ex¬ 
changed some good-na¬ 
tured shots Wednesday dur¬ 
ing Stewart’s appearance on 
a network he relishes mock¬ 
ing. Stewart tossed off jokes 
but also criticized Fox for 
being a “cyclonic perpetual 
motion machine” opposing 
President Barack Obama. 


“They have taken reason¬ 
able concerns about this 
president and this economy 
and turned it into a full- 
fledged panic attack about 
the next coming of Chair¬ 
man Mao,” Stewart said. 

O’Reilly said the Obama 
attacks were primarily com¬ 
ing from Sean Hannity and 
Glenn Beck, who have two 
of the highest-rated pro¬ 
grams on Fox. O’Reilly 
called Beck an “eveiyman.” 

“He just spouts,” O’Reilly 
said. “He spouts for what he 
believes. If you think Beck 
spouts for the Republican 
Party, you’re out of your 


mind.” 

Fox cut off the taped in¬ 
terview at that point, saying 
more would be shown 
Thursday. 

Both men have appeared 
on each other’s show be¬ 
fore, but it was Stewart’s 
first time back since 2004. 
O’Reilly annoyed Comedy 
Central by calling Stewart’s 
audience primarily “stoned 
slackers”; on Wednesday, 
he amended it to “stoned 
slackers who love Obama.” 

Fox “is the most passion¬ 
ate and sells the clearest 
narrative of all the news 
networks, if ... you’re still

Jackson's doctor negotiates surrender 


The lawyer for Michael 
Jackson's doctor says he 
will surrender Friday, 
though it’s not clear when 
he'll be arraigned.

Salinger took his material from hometown 


J.D. Salinger supposedly 
spent the latter half of his 
life writing for his own 
pleasure, composing each 
day in a pine house in the 
hills that overlooked tow¬ 
ering maple trees, plowed 
hay fields and the 
neighbouring mountains 
of Vermont. 

The author of The Catch¬ 
er in the Rye, who died last 
week at age 91, lived here 
for more than 50 years and 
continued to publish 
throughout his first decade 
in Cornish, releasing such 


fiction as Franny and 
Zooey and Raise High the 
Roof Beam, Carpenters and 
Seymour: An Introduction. 
But while he surely appre¬ 
ciated a setting that was 
“nice and peaceful,” a wish 
Holden Caulfield ex¬ 
pressed in Catcher, 
Salinger was essentially a 
cosmopolitan author who 
set much of his fiction on 
campuses and in his native 
New York City and the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

The book world knows 
no greater mystery than 


what Salinger might have 
written since he stopped 
sharing his work with the 
public in the 1960s. For¬ 
mer neighbour Jeriy Burt 
has said, and continues to 
say, that Salinger told him 
he was keeping a stack of 
manuscripts in a safe. 


Salinger’s daughter, Mar¬ 
garet, and a former 
Salinger lover, Joyce May¬ 
nard, have also claimed he 
had a secret stash at home. 

With his longtime liter- 
aiy agency, Harold Ober 
Associates, Inc., declining 
comment on any possible 
unreleased work, rumours 
of what Salinger wrote in 
his later New Hampshire 
life range from medita¬ 
tions on nutrition to con¬ 
tinued adventures of the 
Glass family featured in 
much of his published 
work. But had he chosen to 
take on his immediate 
world, in Cornish, there 
would have been much — 
in the present and in the 
past — to inspire him. 

He might have respond¬ 


ed to the books about him, 
to the memoirs by his 
daughter and by Maynard 
that cast him as a crank 
and recluse in his Cornish 
years, an image foreign to 
the amiable and unassum¬ 
ing townsman fellow resi¬ 
dents had encountered. 


He might have chroni¬ 
cled his public life: the 
roast beef dinners at a 
church in nearby Windsor, 
Vt.; the Sunday trips (a lit¬ 
tle past 9 a.m., like clock¬ 
work, recalled neighbour 
Elizabeth Church) into 
town to buy The New York 
Times; visits to the auto 
shop and general store; the 
restoration overseen by 
Salinger’s wife, Colleen, of 
an old barn down the road. 

“We kept hearing all the 
garbage about how weird 
he was,” says Salinger 
neighbour and former 
state senator Peter Burling. 
“But he was a good neigh¬ 
bour completely integrat¬ 
ed into the town, with a re¬ 
al appreciation for young 
people. When we were 


kids, we used to have pic¬ 
nics out on his fields and 
he never seemed to mind.” 

Salinger might have 
looked to the past. Cornish 
once was an artist colony 
that included founder Au¬ 
gustus Saint-Gaudens, the 
Beaux-Arts sculptor known 


for his Civil War generals 
and a bronze statue of Di¬ 
ana in New York’s Metro¬ 
politan Museum of Art, 
and a novelist-painter 
named Winston Churchill 
who was later confused 
with the statesman of the 
same name, a standoff set¬ 
tled when the British 
Churchill agreed to use his 
middle initial “S.” Salinger 
might have tried to cap¬ 
ture in words Cornish 
painter Maxfield Parrish’s 
winterish-blue landscapes, 
or been intrigued by 
painter George de Forest 
Brush’s decision to live in a 
teepee on the grounds of 
Saint-Gaudens’ home. 

Or he might have embel¬ 
lished on recent headlines. 
In the Cornish hills was a 


true-to-life “phoney” wor¬ 
thy of Caulfield’s scorn, a 
German immigrant born 
Christian Karl Gerhartsre- 
iter who called himself 
Clark Rockefeller and pre¬ 
tended to be part of the bil¬ 
lionaire clan. 

In neighbouring Plain- 
field lived Ed and Elaine 
Brown, who saw no good 
reason to pay federal taxes, 
a belief they acted upon by 
secluding themselves and 
building a defence of boo¬ 
by traps and 50-calibre 
sniper rifles. 

“It’s funny that so many 
people were focused on 
Salinger when you had 
these other incredible 
events going on,” says Eliz¬ 
abeth Church, Salinger’s 
neighbour. 

Cornish residents, even 
those who spoke with him 
often, have no idea of what 
or whether Salinger wrote 
and are proud not to know. 
Revealing secrets in a 
small town can brand you 
for life, as fellow New 
Hampshire resident Grace 
Metalious learned in the 
1950s when her tell-all 
novel of incest, murder 
and lust, Peyton Place, en¬ 
raged the citizens of 
Gilmanton, 112 kilometres 
east of Cornish. 

Salinger’s neighbours 
and fellow Cornish resi¬ 
dents speak of the trust be¬ 
tween themselves and 
Salinger. 

Neither spoke out of 
turn about the other. 
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Cornish, Vt. residents of J.D. Salinger spoke about about the 
author follwing his death. One called him a “good neighbour.”

Prescriptions a factor in Murphy death 


report The Los Angeles 
County coroner says Brit¬ 
tany Murphy died from 
pneumonia but prescrip¬ 
tion drug intoxication was 
also a factor. 

The coroner released its 
results Thursday. 

Spokesman Craig Harvey 
says the primaiy cause of 
Murphy’s death was pneu¬ 
monia, with secondaiy fac¬ 
tors of iron-deficiency ane¬ 
mia and multiple drug in¬ 
toxication. Harvey says the 
drugs ingested were all 
prescription medications. 

Harvey declined to say 
more about what types of 
drugs were involved. He 
says those details will be 
released in about two 
weeks when a complete re¬ 
port is ready. Murphy died 
Dec. 20 at age 32 after col¬ 
lapsing at her Hollywood 
Hills home. Her mother 
and husband have said 
that the actress didn’t 
abuse prescription medica¬ 
tions or have an eating dis¬ 
order. Attempts to contact 
them were unsuccessful. 
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Brittany Murphy died from pneumonia, but prescription drugs 
played a factor, a coroner said.

Cheddar and

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 ml) butter 

4 shallots, finely chopped 
1/2 lb (250 g) broccoli flo¬ 
rets 

6 oz (175 g) green beans, 
halved 

2 cups (500 ml) frozen 
corn 

9 slices bread, halved and 
crusts removed 
4 eggs 

2 1/3 cups (575 ml) 2% 
milk 

2 tbsp (25 ml) fresh chives, 
snipped 

2 tbsp (25 ml) fresh 

parsley, chopped 

3/4 cup (175 ml) cheddar 

cheese, grated 

salt and black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Melt butter in frying 
pan. Add shallots and cook 
until softened. Cook broc¬ 
coli and green beans in 
boiling water until tender. 
Drain, then stir with shal¬ 


lots and corn in bowl; sea¬ 
son to taste. 

2. Arrange six halved 
bread slices side-by-side in 
lightly greased overproof 
dish. Top with half the 
broccoli mixture, add an¬ 
other layer of bread, then 
broccoli, then top with fi¬ 
nal layer of bread. 

3. Whisk eggs, milk, 
chives and parsley, then 
season. Pour mixture over 
layered bread and vegeta¬ 
bles, then sprinkle cheese 
on top. Set aside 30 
minutes. Preheat oven to 
350°F (180°C). 

4. Bake casserole 1 hour or 
until set, puffy and golden 
brown. Spoon strata onto 
serving plates.
